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The  Executive  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the 
sixth  article  of  the  By-Laws  respectfully  report : 

The  number  of  Besident  members,  including  35 
who  are  temporarily  absent  in  Europe,  and 
four  commutations  under  the  By-Laws,  is.  .  .  1,083 

And  of  non  residents   335 

Making  a  total  of   1,418 

— showing  that  only  167  resident  members  are  required 
to  fill  the  number  authorized  by  the  By-Laws. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Club  is  out  of  debt  and  has  a 
surplus,  on  closing  its  books,  of  $5,441.17,  besides 
meeting  the  exceptional  expenses  of  decorating  and  fur- 
nishing the  house  out  of  the  current  receipts. 

During  the  year  the  order  of  the  Club,  and  the  dig- 
nity which  had  previously  characterized  its  proceed- 
ings, have  been  kept  up  to  the  standard  of  past  years. 

These  are  results  on  which  the  Club  may  justly  con- 
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gratulate  itself ;  they  include  popularity,  independence, 
order  and  decorum — elements  without  which  no  large 
body  of  men  can  long  act  in  healthy  and  harmonious 
co-operation.  They  indicate  a  sound  condition,  adapt- 
ing the  Club  to  the  exigencies  of  its  past  record  and 
future  requirements.  Of  these  latter  it  seems  proper 
to  speak  at  this  time  with  some  particularity. 

It  is  often  asked  by  others,  and  it  is  a  question  we 
should  put  to  ourselves,  what  is  The  Union  League  Club 
to  do  now  that  the  circumstances  which  gave  it  birth 
have  passed  away  ?  Clearly,  if  its  uses  are  to  become 
purely  social,  it  will  in  the  long  run  have  no  advantage, 
or  reason  for  being,  over  other  similar  organizations, 
and  its  past  record  will  only  be  a  feature  in  the  num- 
ber of  its  attractions.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  this  ele- 
ment being  ignored,  it  were  allowed  to  become  merely 
a  political  engine,  it  would  be  inevitable  that  in  time  it 
would  descend  from  its  high  position  of  judge  to  that 
of  advocate,  and  become  irreparably  mixed  up  with  the 
party  politics  of  the  day. 

The  Committee  feel  that  the  permanent  welfare  of 
the  Club  requires  that  some  central  principle  should 
be  recognized  beyond  that  of  mere  amusement,  or 
simple  party  supremacy  ;  and  in  looking  back  to  its 
past  and  forward  to  the  future,  they  find  it  to  consist 
in  mutual  education, — in  other  words,  in  the  develop- 
ment and  perfecting  by  discussion,  public  action,  and 
familiar  intercourse,  of  all  the  elements  which  go  to 
make  up  the  polity  of  a  free  State,  in  everything  which 
demands  co-operation  for  good  ends,  outside  the  sphere 
of  family  life. 

To  give  the  greatest  efficiency  to  this  principle,  it  is 
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necessary  that  the  conditions  should  be  made  as  favora- 
ble as  possible.  These  conditions  are,  permanence,  inde- 
pendence, economy,  and  facility  of  intercourse ;  and, 
resulting  from  all  these,  freedom  from  ordinary  risks 
to  its  members,  particularly  the  young,  from  whom  our 
principal  hope  in  the  future  must  come. 

On  all  these  points  the  Club  is  in  a  favorable  posi- 
tion ;  but  they  all  need  to  be  carefully  watched,  and 
are  all  capable  of  a  further  development.  The  ques- 
tion of  permanence  and  independence  necessarily  rests 
upon  the  continued  exercise  of  a  wise  economy,  which 
shall  resist  the  temptations  to  increasing  expenditure 
to  which  large  bodies  are  always  exposed.  The  ques- 
tion of  more  complete  intercourse  among  the  members 
and  of  greater  safeguards  against  the  excesses  to  which 
clubs  are  liable,  and  which  we  have  heretofore  fortu- 
nately escaped,  are  only  to  be  met  by  unremitting  care 
to  maintain  the  present  high  tone  of  the  Club,  and  by 
providing  useful  and  healthy  outlets  for  the  two  ele- 
ments of  the  Club — the  discussion  and  promotion  of 
public  reforms,  and  the  social  intercourse  of  its  mem- 
bers. In  regard  to  the  first  of  these  points,  it  is  worthy 
of  consideration,  whether  important  results  might  not 
be  attained  by  facilitating  organizations  inside  the 
Club  for  the  consideration  of  special  subjects,  with  a 
view  of  bringing  them  before  the  Club  in  a  completed 
form  for  its  final  action.  Should  the  suggestion  seem 
of  importance,  it  is  recommended  that  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee be  appointed,  to  be  designated  the  Committee 
on  Organization,  whose  duty  should  be  to  promote  and 
encourage  such  organizations  among  members,  par- 
ticularly the  younger  ones,  and,  in  co-operation  with  the

Executive  Committee,  to  afford  facilities  by  according 
the  use  of  rooms  in  the  Club  or  its  Kail,  at  reasonable 
stated  periods.  It  is  believed  that  classes  of  this  kind 
might  be  advantageously  formed  for  discussion  and 
active  work,  not  only  for  the  purposes  of  political  and 
municipal  reform,  but  for  objects  of  a  literary  and 
artistic  character,  and  that  much  of  the  work  now  done 
by  special  committees  could  be  more  efficiently  and 
thoroughly  performed  by  members  meeting  on  the 
ground  of  choice  and  preparation,  than  by  temporary 
committees,  able  and  efficient  as  these  have  always 
shown  themselves,  but  which  from  the  nature  of  the 
case  must  be  taken  somewhat  at  random  as  regards 
leisure  and  special  fitness. 

On  the  question  of  greater  social  facilities,  the  Com- 
mittee feel  some  hesitation  in  suggesting  any  modifica- 
tion of  a  system  which  has  grown  up  with  the  Club 
and  proved  so  acceptable  to  its  members.  In  view, 
however,  of  the  necessity  which  now  exists  of  making 
the  receptions  a  special  charge  to  the  members,  as 
also  on  the  ground  of  their  inirequency,  they  would 
suggest  the  propriety  of  substituting  for  the  annual 
reception  as  heretofore  given,  a  monthly  reception, 
during  the  winter  season,  at  which  the  only  expense 
should  be  for  music  and  such  light  refreshments  as  tea 
and  coffee,  open  to  all  members  and  the  ladies  of  their 
families  without  charge.  This  plan,  although  new  here, 
is  not  unusual  in  Germany,  and  is  found  to  tend  to  pro- 
mote a  desirable  social  intercourse  among  members. 
The  expense  of  the  whole  series  need  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars.  It  is  believed  this  would  have  a 
tendency  to  encourage  young  men  to  join  the  Club  with 
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that  home  approval  which  would  give  weight  and  value 
to  their  membership,  and,  by  recruiting  the  Club  more 
largely  from  this  source,  would  increase  the  efficiency 
and  usefulness  in  this  direction. 

To  further  promote  this  object,  and  also  in  view  of 
the  approaching  period,  when  the  number  of  regular 
members  will  be  full,  it  is  worthy  of  consideration 
whether  the  By-Laws  might  not  be  so  modified  as  to 
admit  members  under  a  certain  age,  which,  perhaps, 
might  be  made  as  high  as  twenty-five  years,  on  the 
same  footing  as  officers  of  the  army  and  navy,  and 
out-of-town  members,  and  with  the  same  privilege  of 
full  membership,  on  conforming  to  existing  require- 
ments. This  would  be  an  important  means  of  keeping 
our  number  full  from  a  class  which  would  be  gradually 
educated  up  to  value  its  privileges,  without  increasing 
the  full  membership  beyond  a  reasonable  point.  The 
fact  of  a  large  class  of  young  men  in  the  Club, 
and  as  it  were  on  probation,  many  of  them  sons  or 
relatives  of  the  older  members,  would  have  a  benefi- 
cial effect,  not  only  in  preparing  them  for  entering 
upon  public  questions  with  the  ease  and  facility  which 
only  early  practice  can  give,  but  would  keep  the  Club 
under  bonds  that  they  were  not  subjected  to  any  but 
beneficial  influences.  The  fact  cannot  be  too  strongly 
urged,  that  the  more  domestic  and  safe  the  Club  can 
be  made,  the  more  completely  will  its  permanence  and 
influence  be  secured. 

And  there  has  never  been  a  time  when  the  exercise 
of  that  influence  was  more  important  than  the  present. 
The  position  of  public  affairs  in  this  community  has 
become  so  bad ;  law,  order  and  decorum  have  been 
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so  constantly  violated  as  to  have  excited,  not  only  the 
most  earnest  alarm  and  solicitude  on  the  part  of  every 
good  citizen,  but  to  have  brought  upon  us  the  re- 
proach of  our  friends  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  A 
moral  paralysis  appears  to  have  taken  hold  of  the  pub- 
lic mind,  and  we  look  on  with  apathetic  dismay, 
while  our  rights  and  privileges  are,  one  by  one,  usurp- 
ed by  ignorance  and  violence.  It  had  been  hoped 
when  your  Committee  reported  at  the  last  annual 
meeting,  that  matters  had  then  reached  their  worst, 
and  that  a  change  for  the  better  must  come.  It  was 
believed  that  the  exhibition  made  by  the  Congressional 
Committee  of  the  proven  frauds  at  the  polls  would 
have  so  aroused  public  alarm  as  to  have  rendered 
their  repetition  impossible.  This  has  not  been  the  case. 
Not  only  have  these  frauds  been  repeated  in  all  their 
worst  features  at  subsequent  elections,  but  almost 
every  safeguard  of  our  rights  has  been  in  turn  assailed. 
The  checks  which  a  free  people  are  accustomed  to  turn 
to  for  mutual  control  and  restraint,  are  found  no  long- 
er to  work.  The  machine  of  government  is  almost  at 
a  stand-still.  A  small  number  of  corrupt  and  unscru- 
pulous men  have  pervaded  every  branch  of  the  body 
politic,  and,  like  a  handful  of  pebbles  thrown  among 
the  wheels  and  balances  of  a  steam-engine,  have 
brought  the  whole  organism  to  a  check.  Then,  and 
not  till  then,  our  public  school  system  is  assailed  ;  the 
last  safeguard  standing  behind  our  government,  our 
courts,  and  own  rights  as  citizens,  that  when  these  all 
fail  us,  we  could,  at  least,  look  to  another  generation 
in  the  hope  of  a  more  healthy  development. 

Tnese  things  have  gone  so  far,  the  offences  commit- 
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ted  have  been  so  gross,  so  unreasonable,  and  so  wrong, 
that  they  have  given  rise  to  the  conviction  that  they 
are  not  so  much  the  result  of  the  action  of  any  party, 
as  of  a  few  corrupt  men  acting  in  concert,  and  using 
as  their  instruments,  prejudice,  ignorance,  and  vice  ; 
and  men  of  iDnuence  in  all  parties  are  beginning  to 
be  actuated  by  a  common  desire  for  the  eradication  of 
this  diseased  and  corrupting  element. 

It  is  well  understood  that  in  ordinary  times  the  pre- 
servation of  our  liberties  must  consist  in  the  existence 
of  two  nearly  equal  public  parties,  which,  under 
whatever  names,  represent  respectively  the  principles 
of  conservatism  and  of  progress  ;  but  when  any  great 
danger  assails  the  rights  of  either,  or  the  general  pub- 
lic good,  then  all  ultimately  unite  to  correct  the 
abuse. 

Such  has  always  been  the  case  in  great  public 
emergencies  under  free  governments,  and  indications 
are  not  wanting  of  a  disposition  and  desire,  on  the  part 
of  the  right-minded  men  of  all  parties,  now  to  grapple 
with  these  difficulties  while  it  is  yet  time,  and  before 
they  explode  in  chaotic  violence  and  disaster.  It  is 
felt  that  an  element  based  on  wrong,  injustice,  and 
confiscation,  is  not  any  safer  for  those  it  professes  to 
befriend,  than  for  its  open  opponents,  and  that  the 
evil  which  it  carries  in  its  own  bosom4  will  be  commu- 
nicated, like  a  plague,  most  virulently  to  those  in  near- 
est contact  with  it. 

The  Club  has  done  much  through  its  action  and 
that  of  its  committees  in  bringing  these  abuses,  in  all 
their  deformity,  before  the  public  gaze  ;  the  work  it  has 
done  in  this  respect  is  so  thorough  that  it  will  never 
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require  to  be  repeated.  Much,  however,  remains  to 
be  accomplished,  and  much  in  which  it  is  believed  the 
Club  can  take  an  active  part.  The  first  step  has  been 
the  exposure  of  abuses,  the  second  must  be  their  cor- 
rection. For  this,  it  would  seem  that  co-operation 
with  the  right-minded  of  all  parties  will  be  essential. 
In  the  absence  of  any  political  sympathy  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State,  or  the  Councils  of  the  city,  the 
action  of  the  Club  in  this  direction  must  necessarily 
be  moral  and  personal,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  and 
believed  that  some  wise  method  may  be  devised  for 
making  this  action  as  efficient  as  that  of  the  Club  on 
former  occasions. 

Besides  the  subject  of  municipal  reform,  which  has 
engaged  so  much  of  the  attention  of  the  Club  during 
the  past  year,  and  on  which  its  committees,  as  shown 
by  their  reports,  have  performed  so  much  valuable 
work,  the  subjects,  among  others,  of  the  Civil  Service 
Bill  and  the  Public  School  Question  have  been  care- 
fully watched  by  special  committees,  whose  reports  are 
before  the  Club.  The  last  committee  appointed  was 
on  the  occasion  of  the  meeting  in  commemoration  of 
the  death  of  the  late  honored  and  beloved  friend  of  all 
loyal  citizens,  Hon.  Edwin  M.  Stanton,  with  a  view  of 
procuring  a  suitable  memorial  of  respect  for  his 
family,  and  the  result  of  their  efforts  will  be  duly  re- 
ported. 

The  Club  suffered  a  most  serious  loss  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  by  the  resignation  of  its  President, 
the  Hon.  John  Jay,  on  the  occasion  of  his  appointment 
as  minister  to  Austria.  The  fidelity,  zeal,  and  faithful- 
ness with  which  he  performed  the  arduous  duties  of 
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his  office,  during  so  many  years,  have  left  an  enduring 
sentiment  of  attachment  and  gratitude  which  time  will 
only  strengthen.  After  his  resignation  the  duties  of 
his  office  were  most  efficiently  performed  by  the  First 
Vice-President,  Mr.  Charles  Butler,  and  others. 

The  Committee  would  remind  the  Club  that  by  the 
terms  of  our  lease  the  right  of  purchase  expires  on  the 
the  1st  of  May,  1871,  and  they  would  suggest  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  con- 
sider and  report. 

The  statement  of  the  Treasurer  shows  the  finances 
of  the  Club  to  be  in  a  sound  position.  During  the 
year  he  has  been  able  to  retire  the  remainder  of  the 
Club  bonds,  amounting  to  $19,000,  and  the  Club  com- 
mences the  new  year  with  a  surplus  of  $5,441.17 — 
showing  a  gain  of  $13,977.12  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Committee  beg  to  report  that  they  have  com- 
pleted the  repairs  of  the  house  and  the  removal  of  the 
Library,  and  trust  the  result  will  have  met  the  appro- 
val of  the  Club. 

During  the  year  the  Club  has  lost  by  death  some  of 
its  most  eminent  and  respected  members.  The  names 
of  General  John  A.  Eawlins,  late  Secretary  of  War, 
mourned  by  us  in  common  with  the  whole  nation,  Hon. 
H.  S.  Walbridge,  Messrs.  John  J.  Phelps,  P.  De  Forest 
Grant,  Joseph  B.  Brush,  A.  Hutchinson,  William  P. 
Jones,  Daniel  G.  Mason,  and  Frederick  A.  Coe  will  be 
recalled  by  all. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  feel  that  the  Club  can- 
not but  turn  with  pride  to  the  condition  of  our  national 
affairs  as  compared  with  the  period  of  our  last  anoual 
meeting,  and  feel  grateful  for  the  opportunity  which  it 
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has  had  to  contribute  in  its  measure  to  inaugurate  the 
administration  which  under  President  Grant  has  already 
done  so  much  to  restore  peace,  order,  and  dignity  to 
our  national  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER. 


To  The  Union  League  Club  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  report  of  the  finan- 
ces of  the  Club  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1869. 

The  whole  number  of  resident  members  who  appear 
on  my  books  for  that  period  is  one  thousand  and  forty- 
four,  and  of  non-resident  members  three  hundred  and 
thirty-five.  Of  these,  nine  hundred  and  forty  were 
resident  members  of  the  previous  year,  and  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  non-resident  members,  and  there 
have  joined  the  Club  since  the  last  annual  meeting  one 
hundred  and  four  resident  members,  and  eighty-six 
non-resident  members. 

The  whole  amount  received  by  me  for  admission  fees 
and  annual  dues  is  eighty-seven  thousand  and  seventy- 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

The  whole  amount  of  receipts  from  all  sources,  in- 
cluding a  loan  of  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  from  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  and  Trust 
Company,  against  a  pledge  of  United  States  Bonds,  is 
one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  sixty-six  dollars  and  seven  cents. 

The  whole  amount  of  expenditures  for  all  purposes 
has  been  two  hundred  thousand  one  hundred  and 
eighteen    dollars    and   ninety-five   cents,  leaving  a 
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balance  at  the  credit  of  the  treasurer  of  two  hundred 
and  forty-one  dollars  and  seventeen  cents. 

Of  the  nineteen  thousand  dollars  of  bonds  of  the 
Club  outstanding  at  the  period  of  my  last  report,  the 
whole  amount  has  been  redeemed,  and  the  whole  issue 
of  the  bonds  cancelled,  by  direction  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

There  remain  in  my  hands  as  property  of  the  Club, 
subject  to  the  above  loan,  twenty  thousand  dollars  in 
Ten-Forty  Coupon  Bonds,  and  five  thousand  dollars  in 
Five-Twenty  Coupon  Bonds  of  the  United  States.

CHARTER. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  "THE  UNION  LEAGUE  CLUB" 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 

PASSED  FEBRUARY  16TH,  1865. 

As  Amended  by  Chap.  160,  Laws  of  1867,  Passed  March  26,  1867. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Cornelius  R.  Agnew,  Horatio  Allen,  James 
W.  Beekman,  Henry  W.  Bellows,  Francis  B.  Cutting, 
John  A  Dix,  Wolcot  Gibbs,  John  C.  Green,  George  Gris- 
wold,  David  Hoadley,  Murray  Hoffman,  William  J.  Hop- 
pin,  Charles  King,  Charles  H.  Marshall,  Willard  Parker, 
George  T.  Strong,  Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Moses 
Taylor,  and  such  other  persons  as  now  are  members  of 
an  association  in  the  city  of  New  York  called  "  The  Union 
League  Club,"  and  such  persons  as  hereafter  shall  become 
members  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  are  constitu- 
ted a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  "  The  Union  League 
Club,"  to  be  located  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to  promote, 
encourage,  and  sustain,  by  all  proper  means,  absolute  and 
unqualified  loyalty  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States;  to  discountenance  and  rebuke,  by  moral  and  social 
influences,  all  disloyalty  to  said  Government,  and  every 
attempt  against  the  integrity  of  the  nation;  and  in  fur- 
therance of  these  objects,  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
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Library  and  a  Gallery  of  Art  and  Military  Trophies, 
especially  devoted  to  the  perpetuation  and  illustration  of 
the  patriotic  services  and  sacrifices  by  which  the  existing 
struggle  against  rebellion  has  been  characterized. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
adopt  a  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for 
the  admission,  suspension,  and  expulsion  of  its  members, 
and  their  government,  the  collection  of  fees  and  dues, 
the  number  and  election  of  its  officers,  and  to  define  their 
duties,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  its  property,  and,  from 
time  to  time,  to  alter,  modify,  or  change  such  constitution, 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations.  Until  an  election  shall  be 
held  pursuant  to  such  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  re- 
gulations, the  officers,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  associa- 
tion mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  the 
officers  of  the  corporation  hereby  created. 

Sec  3.  Said  corporation  may  purchase  and  hold,  or 
lease,  any  real  or  personal  estate  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  purposes  of  its  incorporation,  provided  they  shall 
not  hold  any  real  estate  the  value  of  which  shall  exceed 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  the  said  corporation 
may  issue  bonds,  and  may  execute  mortgages  upon  their 
real  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  value  of  such 
real  estate,  and  the  improvements  thereon. 

Sec  4.  Said  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  pow- 
ers and  be  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  liabilities  pre- 
scribed in  the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the 
first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sec  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

ARTICLES   OF  ASSOCIATION: 

1.  The  condition  of  membership  shall  be  absolute  and 
unqualified  loyalty  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  and  unwavering  support  of  its  efforts  for  the  sup- 
pression of  the  Rebellion. 

2.  The  primary  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  dis- 
countenance and  rebuke,  by  moral  and  social  influences, 
all  disloyalty  to  the  Federal  Government,  and  to  that  end 
the  members  will  use  evei^  proper  means  in  public  and 
private. 

3.  We  pledge  ourselves,  by  every  means  in  our  power, 
collectively  and  individually,  to  resist  to  the  uttermost 
every  attempt  against  the  territorial  integrity  of  the 
nation. 

ADDITIONAL  ARTICLE  OF  ASSOCIATION,  ADOPTED  JANUARY  11, 

1866. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Club  to  resist  and  expose 
corruption,  and  promote  reform  in  our  National,  State, 
and  Municipal  affairs;  and  to  elevate  the  idea  of  American 
citizenship. 


BY-LAWS. 


OF  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

1.  The  Officers  of  The  Union  League  Club  shall  be  a 
President,  twelve  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treas- 
urer, three  Auditors,  and  the  members  of  the  following 
Standing  Committees  :  Executive  Committee,  Committee 
on  Admissions,  Committee  on  Publications,  Committee  on 
Arts  and  Belies,  Committee  on  Library  ;  all  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  by  the  members  of  the  Club,  at  the  annual 
meetings,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  elected  respectively. 

2.  The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Yice-President 
senior  in  order  of  election,  and  present,  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Club.  In  the  absence  of  the  President 
and  all  the  Vice-Presidents,  a  presiding  officer  shall  be 
chosen  without  ballot  from  the  members  of  the  Club.  The 
President  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Executive 
and  other  Standing  Committees. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Club,  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Admissions  (of  which  Committees  he  shall  be, 
ex  officio,  a  member),  and  of  all  matters  of  which  a  record 
shall  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  Club,  or  by  said  Commit- 
tees. The  records  of  the  Secretary,  except  those  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions,  shall,  at  all 
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reasonable  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  member 
of  the  Club.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify 
members  of  their  election,  to  keej)  a  roll  of  the  members  of 
the  Club,  to  issue  notices  for  all  meetings  of  the  Club 
(with  a  brief  mention  of  the  business  to  be  transacted 
when  a  special  meeting  is  called),  and  to  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence. He  shall  also  be  the  keeper  of  the  seal  of 
the  Club. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect,  and,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  disburse  the  funds.  He  shall 
keep  the  accounts  of  the  Club  in  books  belonging  to  it, 
which  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Executive  Committee  ;  he  shall  report  in  writing  at  each 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  balance 
of  money  on  hand,  and  the  outstanding  obligations  of  the 
Club  as  far  as  practicable,  and  he  shall  make  a  full  report, 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  past  year,  with  such  suggestions  as  to 
the  financial  management  of  the  Club  as  he  may  deem 
proper.  He  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  Committee  on  Admissions. 

5.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  respectively  have 
power,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to 
employ,  at  the  expense  of  the  Club,  such  clerical  aid  as 
may  be  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

6.  The  general  affairs  of  the  Club  shall  be  managed  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  fifteen  members. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall,  subject  in  all  respec  s 
(except  as  to  expenditures)  to  such  instructions  and  limi- 
tations as  may  be  from  time  to  time  prescribed  by  the  Club, 
exercise  a  general  superintendence  over  the  internal  affairs 
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of  the  Club  ;  shall  control  and  manage  its  property,  and 
enforce  the  preservation  of  order  and  obedience  to  its 
rules.  All  appropriations  of  the  funds  of  the  Club,  or  of 
the  use  of  the  Hall  or  club-rooms  for  other  than  Club  pur- 
poses, shall  be  made  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall 
make  all  necessary  purchases  and  contracts,  but  shall  have 
no  power  to  make  the  Club  liable  for  any  debt  or  debts  to 
an  amount  exceeding  one-half  that  which,  at  the  time  of 
contracting  the  same,  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  in 
cash,  and  not  subject  to  prior  liabilities.  It  shall  also 
have  power  to  solicit  subscriptions  of  money  from  loyal 
persons  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  objects 
of  the  Club.  At  every  annual  meeting  it  shall  report  its 
proceedings,  and  may,  at  any  time,  recommend  such  meas- 
ures as  it  may  deem  advisable.  The  Executive  Committee 
shall  appoint  a  House  Committee  of  three  members,  and 
may  from  time  to  time  declare  their  duties.  Whenever  a 
Special  Committee  shall  be  appointed,  a  majority  thereof 
shall  be  those  not  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  Executive  Committee  chosen  at  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion (that  of  1870)  shall  divide  itself  by  lot  into  three 
classes  of  five  members  each.  The  first  class  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  elected  for,  and  shall  hold  their  of- 
fices, three  years  ;  the  second  class  two  years,  and  the 
third  class  one  year  ;  and  thereafter  each  annual  election 
shall  be  for  five  members  of  said  Committee  to  hold  office 
three  years  to  supply  the  place  of  the  class  retiring  each 
year,  and  for  such  additional  number,  if  any,  as  may  bo 
necessary  to  fill  vacancies,  to  hold  office  during  the 
remainder  of  the  terms  of  the  members  whose  places  they 
fill. 

No  member  of  the  Club  who  may  have  served  on 
the  Committee  for  three  successive  years  shall,  after 
the  next  annual  election,  be  eligible  again  until  at  least 
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one  year  after  the  expiration  of  his  previous  term  of 
office. 

7.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  eight  shall  be  a 
quorum,  except  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August, 
September,  and  October,  when  five  members  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  by 
the  Committee  for  the  residue  of  the  term. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  consist  of  seven 
members.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Committee  for 
the  residue  of  the  term.  The  names  and  residences  of  all 
persons  proposed  for  admission,  with  the  name  and  signa- 
ture of  the  member  proposing  them,  and  of  the  member 
seconding  them,  and  date  of  posting,  shall  be  first  posted, 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Club-House,  at  least  fifteen 
days.  They  shall  then  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Admissions,  the  proceedings  of  which  Committee  thereon 
shall  be  secret  and  confidential,  and  no  member  of  such 
Committee  shall  be  questioned  as  to  the  action  of  the  Committee. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  make  careful  ex- 
amination, and  to  consider  all  communications  in  reference 
to  each  individual  proposed  ;  they  shall  pass  upon  each 
name  separately.  The  Committee  shall  fix  its  own  place 
and  time  of  meeting.  At  every  monthly  meeting  the  Com- 
mittee shall  report  the  names  of  such  persons  proposed 
as  they  recommend  for  admission  ;  the  names  of  persons 
proposed  as  resident  members  in  one  list,  and  the  names 
of  those  proposed  as  non-resident  members  in  a  separate 
list,  and  the  Club  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  vote,  by  bal- 
lot, upon  the  names  so  recommended.  Negative  votes  to 
the  number  of  one-tenth  of  those  cast  shall  exclude  any 
person.    Members  shall  be  elected  only  at  the  regular 
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monthly  meetings,  but  any  person  elected  as  a  non- 
resident member  may  at  any  time  be  classed  as  a  resident 
member,  by  signifying  Iris  intention  to  that  effect  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  paying  the  balance  of  the  admission  fee  ; 
and  shall  thenceforth  pay  the  full  annual  dues. 

9.  Xo  person  shall  be  proposed  or  admitted  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Club  who  is  not  at  the  time  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  having  the  right  to  vote,  and  who  does  not. 
answer  to  the  following  requirement  of  the  original  Ar- 
ticles of  Association  of  the  Club  : 

"The  condition  of  membership  shall  be  absolute  and 
unqualified  loyalty  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States." 

And  every  person  elected  a  member  shall  pledge  himself 
to  do  all  in  his  power  to  carry  out  the  primary  objects  of 
the  Club,  which  are  to  discountenance  and  rebuke,  by 
moral  and  social  influences,  and  by  all  proper  means,  both, 
in  public  and  private,  all  disloyalty  to  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, and  to  resist  to  the  uttermost  every  attempt 
against  the  territorial  integrity  of  the  nation. 

10.  Xo  candidate  who  shall  have  failed  to  be  elected  by 
the  Club  shall  be  again  proposed  for  one  year,  except 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

If  any  person  elected  shall  not,  within  three  months 
after  notice  of  his  election,  left  at  or  sent  to  his  address, 
as  specified  by  the  member  proposing  him,  signify  his  ac- 
ceptance, sign  the  roll  annexed  to  the  Act  of  Incorpora- 
tion, and  pay  his  admission  fee  and  annual  dues,  he  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  declined  to  become  a  member. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Publica- 
tions to  publish  such  papers  as  shall  tend  to  awaken, 
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extend,  and  perpetuate  the  vital  faith  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Republic,  namely,  that  National  Union  is  necessary  to  the 
American  people  for  the  preservation  of  liberty,  mainte- 
nance of  law,  security  against  civil  discord,  protection 
from  foreign  aggression,  continuance  of  social  and  com- 
mercial prosperity,  and  transmission  of  national  glory  ; 
and  to  impress  on  the  intelligent  and  educated  classes  the 
duty  of  taking  an  active  part  in  the  conduct  of  public 
affairs.  Such  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  members, 
and  have  power  to  fill  vacancies.  There  shall  be  a  special 
publication  fund  distinct  from  the  general  fund  of  the 
Club,  which  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Treasurer  only  on 
the  order  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Publica- 
tions. 

12.  The  Library  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  mem- 
bers, and  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  Library  and 
Reading  Room,  with  authority  to  expend  such  sums  of 
money  upon  the  same  as  may  be  voted  therefor  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  procured  by  voluntary  subscrip- 
tion. It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  for  the  residue 
of  the  term. 

13.  The  Committee  on  Arts  and  Relics  shall  consist  of 
seven  members,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  expend  such  sums 
as  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or 
obtained  by  voluntary  subscription,  for  procuring  works 
of  art  and  relics,  and  to  make  all  proper  efforts  to  enlarge 
and  display  the  collection. 

14.  The  duty  of  the  Auditors  shall  be  to  audit  and  settle 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  to  present  their  report 
thereof  at  each  annual  meeting.    They  shall  have  power 
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to  fill  vacancies  in  their  number,  and  two  of  them  shall  be 
a  quorum. 

15.  Any  officer  may  be  removed  for  cause,  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Club,  upon  two  weeks'  notice,  and  any  vacancy 
in  any  office  may  be  filled  for  the  residue  of  the  term  by 
the  Club,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided. 

Neglect  on  the  part  of  any  member  of  a  Standing  or 
Special  Committee  to  attend  three  consecutive  meetings 
of  such  Committee,  shall  be  deemed  a  tender  of  his  resig- 
nation of  his  office,  which  the  Committee  may  accept,  un- 
less an  explanation  of  such  neglect,  satisfactory  to  the 
Committee,  shall  be  given. 


OF  MEETINGS. 

16.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  January,  for  the  election  of  officers, 
and  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  come 
before  it. 

The  general  meeting  shall  be  held  at  8  o'clock  p.  m., 
but  the  polls  for  the  election  shall  be  opened  at  half-past 
six  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  they  shall  remain  open  three  hours. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  in  December,  in  each  year,  a 
Committee  of  seven  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Club  at  large, 
who  shall  report,  at  the  annual  meeting,  a  list  of  candi- 
dates for  the  various  offices.  At  the  same  time  four  in- 
spectors and  canvassers  of  the  ensuing  election  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner,  any  two  of  whom  shall  be  a 
quorum  ;  and,  if  necessary,  the  Club  may  fill  vacancies  at 
or  before  the  election. 

The  rules  and  orders  of  Cushing's  Manual  shall  govern 
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the  meetings  of  the  Club,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  these  By-Laws. 

Seventy-five  members  shall  be  a  quorum  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Club. 

17.  There  shall  be  a  monthly  meeting,  for  the  election 
of  members,  and  the  transaction  of  business,  on  the  second 
Thursday  of  every  month,  at  8  p.  m. 

18.  Special  meetings  of  the  Club  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  order  of  the  President,  with  the  approval  of  three 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  called 
by  the  Secretary  whenever  the  President  or  any  Vice-Pres- 
ident shall  be  thereunto  requested  in  writing  by  twenty- 
five  members,  setting  forth  the  purpose  of  such  meeting. 
At  any  such  special  meeting  no  business,  other  than  that 
specified  in  the  call,  shall  be  considered,  except  by  unani- 
mous consent.  Such  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by 
notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers. 

19.  At  the  meetings  of  the  Club,  the  order  of  business, 
so  far  as  the  character  and  nature  of  the  meeting  may  ad- 
mit, shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  the  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

2.  Election  of  new  members. 

3.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

4.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

5.  General  business. 

But  this  order  of  business  may  be  changed  by  a  majority 
of  the  meeting. 

All  Special  Committees  for  any  purpose  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  presiding  officer,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Whenever  any  resolution  or  action  shall  be  proposed  or 
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pending  in  the  Club,  which  calls  for  the  expression  of  its 
opinion  touching  any  public  matter,  if  the  same  be  objected 
to  by  any  member,  and  such  objection  be  seconded,  it  shall 
at  once  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  state  the 
objection,  and  to  call  upon  those  who  sustain  the  same  to 
rise;  and  if  twenty-five  members  shall  rise  in  support  of 
such  objection,  then  such  resolution,  and  subject  of  the 
proposed  action,  shall  be  referred  to  a  standing  or  special 
committee,  who  shall  report  thereon  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Club.  And  upon  the  coming  in  of  such  report,  the 
same,  and  the  resolutions,  and  the  subject  referred  to, 
shall  be  deemed  before  the  Club  for  discussion  and  action 
thereon,  without  further  right  of  such  objection. 

No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  more  than  once 
on  the  same  subject,  nor  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one 
time,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Club. 

20.  No  resident  stranger  shall  be  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Club,  except  he  shall  be  specially  invited  by  the 
President  or  the  House  Committee. 

21.  All  elections,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  be 
by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  votes  cast  shall  be  sufficient, 
except  for  the  election  of  new  members. 

The  Secretary  shall  furnish  to  the  inspectors  of  election, 
prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  an  alphabetical  list  of  all 
members  entitled  to  vote  for  officers  at  the  ensuing  elec- 
tion. The  Secretary  shall  sec  that  all  By-Laws  regulating 
the  elections  of  the  Club  are  published  at  least  once,  as 
required  by  statute,  and  the  inspectors  of  election  shall, 
before  acting,  take  the  oath  also  required  by  statute. 

22.  Proxies  shall  not  be  permitted. 

2* 
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OF  MEMBERS. 

23.  No  member  shall  receive  any  salary,  emolument,  or 
prolit  from  the  funds  of  the  Club,  unless  the  same  be 
especially  appropriated  by  the  Club  and  the  Executive 
Committee. 

24.  No  member  shall  give  any  money  or  gratuity  to  a 
servant  of  the  Club. 

25.  All  resignations  shall  be  made,  in  writing,  to  the 
Executive  Committee;  but  if  made  after  the  second  Thurs- 
day of  January,  such  resignation  shall  not  discharge  the 
member  presenting  it  from  his  dues  for  the  current  year. 
All  interest  in  the  property  of  the  Club,  of  members 
resigning,  or  otherwise  ceasing  to  be  members,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Club. 

26.  If  the  conduct  of  a  member  shall  appear  to  the 
Executive  Committee  to  be  disorderly,  in  violation  of  the 
rules,  prejudicial  to  the  interests  or  character  of  the  Club, 
or  contrary  to  its  Charter  or  By-Laws  ;  or  if,  b}r  his  acts 
or  conversation,  he  shall  seem  to  the  Committee  to  mani- 
fest a  spirit  of  disloyalty  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  the  Committee  shall  inform  him  thereof  in  writing, 
and,  if  the  nature  of  the  offence  in  its  opinion  require  it, 
request  him  to  resign. 

27.  Should  such  information  or  request  be  disregarded, 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  refer  the  matter  to  the  next 
stated  meeting  of  the  Club,  or  to  a  special  meeting  thereof; 
of  which  reference  not  less  than  two  weeks'  written  notice 
shall  be  given  to  the  offending  member. 
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28.  At  such  meeting  the  nature  of  the  offence  shall  be 
considered,  and  the  member  complained  of  may  be  censured 
or  expelled  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 
A  motion  involving  censure  or  expulsion  shall  be  decided 
by  ballot. 

'20.  The  number  of  resident  members  is  limited  to  one 
thousand. 

The  admission  fee  of  members,  elected  after  September 
1,  186G,  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars.  The  annual  dues 
of  members  after  January  1,  1869,  shall  be  sixty  dollars, 
and  payable  in  advance,  on  the  second  Thursday  of  Jan- 
uary, at  which  time  the  fiscal  year  shall  commence.  If 
not  paid  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  the  name  of  the 
defaulter  shall  be  posted  by  the  Treasurer  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  Club-House  ;  and,  should  he  neglect  payment, 
without  good  cause,  until  the  first  day  of  April,  he  shall, 
ipso  facto,  cease  to  be  a  member.  Provided,  that  upon  his 
written  application,  and  the  payment  of  all  dues  to  the  date 
thereof,  the  Executive  Committee  may,  upon  such  terms 
as  it  may  deem  proper,  remit  the  penalty  of  this  By-Law  ; 
of  all  which  the  Secretary  shall  make  a  minute.  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  the  penalty  of  this  By-Law  shall  not 
apply  to  the  case  of  a  resident  member  who  may  be  ill  or 
absent  from  the  city  of  Xew  York. 

Any  person,  having  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club, 
since  January  1,  1865,  by  resignation  or  non-payment  of 
dues,  whose  name  has  been  posted  as  a  candidate  fifteen 
days,  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Admissions,  and 
passed  by  the  Club,  may  be  readmitted  without  payment 
of  the  admission  fee. 

30.  Any  member  who  has  paid  an  admission  fee  and  the 
annual  dues  for  one  year,  and  who  may  be  absent  from 
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the  city  of  New  York  for  a  continuous  period  of  a  year, 
shall  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  the  annual  dues 
for  the  period  of  his  absence,  if  he  shall  give  previous 
written  notice  to  the  Treasurer  of  his  intention  so  to  be 
absent. 

31.  Persons  who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  and 
non-residents  of  the  city  of  New  York,  also  officers  of  the 
army  and  navy,  and  clergymen  of  the  United  States  where- 
ever  residing,  otherwise  being  eligible,  may,  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  Committee  on  Admissions,  be  admitted  to 
membership  in  the  Club,  upon  payment  of  half  the  rates  of 
admission  fees  and  annual  dues.  Provided,  that  when 
elected,  it  shall  be  announced  to  which  class  such  appli- 
cant belongs,  and  provided,  that  when  any  person  so 
elected  ceases  to  belong  to  said  class,  by  becoming  a  resi- 
dent of  the  city  of  New  York,  he  shall  thereafter  be  liable 
to  pay  full  annual  dues,  and  the  balance  of  the  admission 
fee  ;  Provided,  also,  that  such  member  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  vote  while  belonging  to  such  non-resident  class.  Mem- 
bers who  are  officers  of  the  army  or  navy,  may,  on  giving 
notice  to  the  Treasurer,  be  discharged  from  liability  for 
dues  while  absent  from  the  city  for  one  or  more  years  on 
official  service. 

32.  Persons  who  shall  be  elected  members  of  the  Club 
after  six  months  of  any  fiscal  year  shall  have  expired,  shall 
pay  only  half  the  amount  of  dues  for  that  fiscal  year  other- 
wise required. 

33.  The  Club  may,  at  any  regular  meeting,  elect  honorary 
members,  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. Such  honorary  members  shall  have  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Club  except  voting  at  meetings  and  being 
eligible  for  office. 
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OF  STRANGERS 

34.  A  member  may  personally  introduce  non-residents 
to  the  rooms  of  the  Club  for  one  day,  their  names,  and  that 
of  the  member  introducing  them,  and  the  date  of  such  in- 
troduction, having  been  first  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  make  regulations  as  to 
the  extension  of  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  non-resident 
strangers. 

No  resident  of  the  city  of  New  York,  not  a  member  of 
the  Club,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Club-House,  except 
to  the  reception-room  and  private  dining-rooms,  without 
the  consent  of  the  House  Committee  first  obtained. 

35.  The  Executive  Committee  may  give  a  written  invi- 
tation to  any  stranger,  which  shall  entitle  him  to  visit  the 
Club-House  for  one  month,  or  -such  longer  period  as  the 
Committee  may  deem  proper. 

36.  Residents  of  the  city  of  New  York,  not  being  mem- 
bers, shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  rooms  of  the  Club  more 
than  once. 

37.  No  person,  except  a  non-resident  foreigner,  shall  be 
admitted  into  the  Club-House,  who  does  not  give  his  un- 
wavering support  to  the  Government  ;  and  if  any  jjerson 
disloyal  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  be  know- 
ingly introduced  to  the  Club-House  by  a  member  of  the 
Club,  such  member  shall  be  expelled  for  the  offence. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

38.  No  person  shall  take  from  the  Club  House  a  news- 
paper, pamphlet,  book,  or  other  article  the  property  of  the 
Club,  nor  mutilate,  deface,  or  destroy  the  same. 

39.  Books,  pamphlets,  and  newspapers,  shall  not  be 
removed  from  the  reading  and  drawing-rooms. 

40.  Any  motion  or  resolution  offered  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Club  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  member,  be 
reduced  to  writing  before  it  is  acted  upon. 

41.  The  Club  shall  have  a  seal,  badge,  and  standard, 
which  shall  be  devised  by  the  Executive  Committee  and 
approved  by  the  Club. 

42.  A  By-Law  of  the  Club  may  be  amended,  or  a  new 
By-Law  made,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Club,  the 
proposer  having  posted  upon  the  notice-board  the  words 
of  the  proposed  alteration  or  addition,  for,  at  least,  thirty 
days  immediately  preceding  said  meeting,  when,  if  two- 
thirds  of  those  present  shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
alteration  or  amendment,  the  same  shall  be  adopted. 

Any  By-Law  may  be  suspended  for  the  evening  by  the 
unanimous  consent  of  those  present  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Club. 

43.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  other  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Charter 
or  these  By-Laws,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  property  of  the  Club,  the  management  of 
the  Club-House,  and  the  preservation  of  good  order. 
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HOURS. 

1.  The  Club  House  will  be  open  for  members  every  day 
at  7  a.  m.,  from  first  of  May  to  first  of  November,  and  at  8 
a.  m.,  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  After  1  o'clock 
a.  m.  admittance  can  be  claimed  only  by  lodgers. 

The  Kitchen,  Wine  Eoom,  Billiard  Koom  and  Bowling 
Alley  will  be  closed  at  midnight. 

VISITORS. 

2.  Residents  of  the  city  of  New  York,  not  being  mem- 
bers of  the  Club,  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  Club  House 
more  than  once,  except  to  the  Reception  Room  and  Pri- 
vate Dining  Rooms. 

3.  A  member  may  personally  introduce  non-residents  to 
the  rooms  of  the  Club  for  one  day,  recording  their  names 
with  his  own  in  the  Visitors'  Book.  Forms  of  request  for 
tickets  admitting  non-resident  strangers  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Club  for  two  weeks  may  be  had  at  the  office. 

4.  Ladies  shall  only  be  admitted  on  Tuesday  and  Friday, 
from  12  m.  to  3  p.  m.,  by  tickets  which  will  be  provided  at 
the  office,  and  under  such  regulations  as  are  printed 
thereon. 

5.  No  guest  shall  give  an  entertainment  in  the  Club 
House. 
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INDEBTEDNESS    TO  THE  CLUB. 

6.  Members  should  discharge  all  indebtedness  to  the 
Club  before  leaving  the  house,  as  the  Cashier  is  not  author- 
ized to  keep  account  of  dues.  The  names  of  delinquents, 
with  the  sums  due  from  them,  will  be  conspicuously  posted 
every  Monday,  and  notice  of  the  same  sent  by  mail.  A 
member  thus  notified  shall  liquidate  the  debt  within  one 
week  after  receiving  the  notice,  under  penalty  of  suspension 
from  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

7.  Glass,  Crockery,  or  other  property  of  the  Club,  broken 
or  injured,  must  be  promptly  paid  for  by  the  member 
with  whom  the  accident  may  occur. 

PRIVATE  DINING  ROOMS. 

8.  Private  Dining  Rooms  cannot  be  assigned  to  parties 
numbering  fewer  than  four  persons. 

LODGING  ROOMS. 

9.  Applications  for  Lodging  Rooms  will  be  made  at  the 
office,  and  will  be  considered  in  their  order. 

THE  CLUB  HALL. 

10.  The  Hall  of  the  Club,  when  not  required  for  Club 
purposes,  may  be  engaged  for  an}'  object  approved  by  the 
House  Committee. 

SERVANTS. 

11.  Servants  are  not  permitted  to  leave  the  House  on 
errands  for  members  except  on  Club  business,  and  then 
only  on  application  to  the  Superintendent  or  House  Com- 
mittee. 

12.  No  member  shall  give  any  money  or  gratuity  to  any 
servant  of  the  Club. 
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RESTRICTIONS. 


13.  No  person  shall  take  from  the  Club  House  any  article 
belonging  to  the  Club,  nor  from  the  Library  nor  Reading 
Room,  any  book,  pamphlet  or  newspaper,  nor  mutilate  or 
deface  the  same. 

14.  No  subscription  paper  can  be  circulated,  nor  any 
article  exposed  for  sale  in  the  Club  House,  without  the 
permission  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

15.  No  game  for  a  wager  of  money  will  be  allowed  in 
the  Club. 

16.  Smoking  will  not  be  permitted  in  the  Library  at  any 
time,  nor  in  the  Restaurant  until  after  nine  o'clock  p.  m. 

17.  No  wines,  liquors,  or  mineral  waters  will  be  served, 
except  in  the  Restaurant  and  Dining  Rooms,  Billiard  Room 
and  Bowling  Alley. 

18.  No  refreshments  can  be  sent  out  of  the  House. 


19.  Members  are  requested  to  make  written  complaints 
to  the  House  Committee,  or  to  the  Superintendent,  of  any 
matter  in  the  administration  of  the  House,  seeming  to 
need  correction. 

20.  The  Superintendent  is  required  to  notify  members 
of  any  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  House,  and  to  report 
the  same  to  the  House  Committee.
